Suddenly the revolver was 
discharged 
and 
the 
bullet 
went 
through two windows and crossing 
the archway into the Girard apart­ 
ment, pierced Mrs. Tuckerm an’s heart. 
Mayor Busse was present at the shoot­ 
ing, and as soon as he learned of the 
fatal consequences notified the police. 
Mrs. Tuckerm an was In a bathroom 
dressing. 
W hen struck by the bullet, 
which crashed through the window at 
her side, she staggered Into a hallway. 
General Girard and Mrs. Tuckerm an’s 
five-year-old son Alfred rushed from 
an adjoining sitting room. 
“Oh, fath 
er, I’ve been shot and I’m dying,” said 
Mrs. Tuckerm an and expired. 
A mo­ 
ment later there was a loud pounding 
at the door of the Girard apartm ent 
his brother 
George came in. 
Mayor B usse’s wife 
and his m other followed. 
The mayor 
summoned a physician and notified 
the po1 ice by telephone. 
But the wo 
man had died before the physician ar 
rived. 
No arrests w ere made, Gen­ 
eral Girard expressing him self as sat­ 
isfied th at the shooting was purely 
accidental. 
According to the statem ents made 
to the police, George Busse was about 
to leave for Cincinnati on a business 
trip. 
He did not care to leave his 
m other and the maid home alone 
without some means of protection. He 
therefore purchased a revolver and 
was instructing the maid how to use 
it when the trigger was pulled acci­ 
dentally. 
Mayor Busse was to have 
left for Springfield, 111., on political 
business. 
Mrs. Tuckerm an had been 
out walking with h er son and was 
preparing for dinner when she was 
shot.

“My last w’ord to the Filipinos is 
that until the great m ajority and not 
a small m inority of the citizens are 
prepared to make intelligent use of 
the franchise; until dem ocratic usages 
and custom s have perm eated through­ 
out the population and become a part 
of the daily life of the people; until 
the power of unconscionable agita­ 
tors and demagogues is broken; until 
education has created a just public 
sentiment, which specious argum ents 
and false doctrines cannot destroy; 
until a citzen has not only the power 
to judge but also the courage to act 
Tor himself, the best future of the 
Islands lies with the land which has 
given the Filipinos freedom of speech, 
liberty of the press, freedom of wor­ 
ship, the right of the accused to meet 
with his accusers face to face, the 
exercise of the franchise, free schools, 
autonomy in municipal and provincial 
affairs, the right to participate in mak­ 
ing laws and many other rights, liber­ 
ties and privileges not enjoyed by 
peoples which have had independence 
and national existence for hundreds 
of years.” 
The annual report on the revenues 
of the island shows a decline of about 
a million pesos (about $500,000) for 
1908, under the figures of 1907.

Contractors on Dam at Interna­ 
tional Falls are MakingGwl 
Headway this Winter 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 


WARM WEATHER WAS A BOON 


During Open Spell Concrete Work 
was Putin Rapidly and Good 
Headway Made 
W. H. Strachan, superintendent of 
the Minnesota & International railroad 
returned Saturday afternoon from In­ 
ternational Falls and other points on 
that railroad. 
Mr. Strachan reports 
that the work on the Minnesota & 
Ontario Water Tower Co.’s dam at In­ 
ternational Falls, is progressing excel­ 
lently. The warm weather of the fore 
part of last week and a portion of the 
week previous, was a veiitable boon to i 
the contractors and the work boomed. 
During the warm spell, of about eight 
days the concrete work was pushed in 
a way which cracked all records. For 
those eight days an average of IOO 
cubic yards of the concrete work was 
put in each day, making a grand total 
of 800 yards for the eight days. This 
made a decided showing and the works 
begin to give some idea of their fin­ 
ished appearance. 
The work is farther advanced on the 
Canadian side than on the American, 
and it is now confidently expected that 
the water power on that side will be 
ready for business by May next. The 
work on the American side will be com­ 
pleted the coming summer, but it will 
be later in the season. The founda­ 
tions are already in for a huge pulp and 
paper mill to be erected by the Backus- 
Brooks interests. The building will be 
modern and fire proof in every respect. 
The first story will be of steel 
forced concrete and the upper stories 
of brick, the entire structure being 
built over a steel skeleton. 
The citizens of International Falls 
and Ft. Frances are very enthusiastic 
over the future of the falls and the 
towns adjacent, as a manufacturing 
center, and they earnestly predict 20,- 
000 people in the two towns within the 
next ten years. Perhaps it would be 
better to say the three towns, as Ranier, 
at the foot of Rainy Lake, will doubt­ 
less become one with International 
Falls if their expectations are realized.

Despite the pessimistic statem ent of 
Solomon to the contrary, there are 
new things under the sun. 
Due *>f 
them Is A m erican womanhood, and It 
Is a most inspiring novelty tit that. 
W ith su* h m others what a r.o*e we 
can breed! 
Man's Triumph Over Nature. 
To me this triumph of man over na­ 
ture, over accident and over himself 
infinitely transcends all the rest. Ocean 
wrecks there* have been since man 
first "w ent dow n to the sen in ships." 
Never was there one, I think, where 
the hum an mind cam e off so com plete­ 
ly the victor. A few years ago there 
would have been frightful loss of life* 
attending this wreck, confusion, hys­ 
teria, disgraceful scenes revealing self 
Isbness, unreason and blind terror in 
the face of death. 
There were traces 
of these elem ents present In this d is­ 
aster, but they were so rare th a t they 
appeared the petty exceptions to prove 
the great rule. Though there wore tw o 
transfers through a disturbed sea In 
open boats, not a life w as lost, except­ 
ing the half dozen or so killed by the 
actunl Impact of the two ships. T he 
heroism of the wireless operator, Jack 
Rlnns, and of Captain Sealby and the 
other officers of both ships; the devo­ 
tion to du ty of tho Baltic operator, 
T attersall; the perfect discipline of the 
crews, the self possession of the pas

gash in her side. T he Florida bad her 
bow sm ashed alm ost to the bridge, 
bu t w as not Injured In a vital part. 
The passengers of the Republic were 
transferred to the Florida, and a fte r­ 
w ard tin* passengers of both ships 
w ere taken on board the Baltic. 
The 
Florida went on to New ^»rk under 
her own steam , but the Republic sank 
In 270 feet of water. T h at Is the bare 
skeleton of the story. 
T he details can

Graphic Stories of Survivors. 
General lira yten Ives, president of 
the M etropolitan Trust com pany of 
New York, who was on the Republic 
when she was rammed by the Florida, 
was one of the few passengers who 
saved anything besides the clothing 
they were able to grab a fte r the crash 
came. General Ives said: 
I was asleep in my stateroom when the 
rollisior» occurred. 
There was very little 
ShO**k or viol* nt motion following the Im­ 
pact. 
It was the noise that awoke me, 
not the shock. 
This may have been duo 
to the fact th a t my cabin was situated 
well forward. 
Naturally there was some 
exrltenvnt after the collision, but it soon 
subsided, and a better behaved or cooler 
headed set of passengers never booked 
on a liner than these m e n and women on 
tho 
Republic.

more courageously than did those on the 
ill fated ship, and it made us all proud 
that our country could produce such splen­ 
did women.

Gallant Rescue of Captain Sealby. 
Captain w . I. Sealby of the Republic 
and his second officer insisted on re ­ 
maining w ith the doomed ship till she 
sank. Ju st before the ship w ent dow n 
tfnptnln Sealby, thinking she would 
remain afloat all night, got some b lan ­ 
kets and w as preparing to snatch a 
few hours' sleep. 
Finally 
w hen lie 
found nil hope w as gone and felt the 
ship sinking beneath him he lit a blue 
torch, which w as the signal agreed 
upon betw een him and C aptain Ferry 
of the Gresham w hen he would need 
aid, and also discharged his revolver,

UT of the disaster to the steam­ 
ships 
Republic 
and 
Florida 
stands forth one remarkable and 
cheering feature. 
It is the tri­ 
umph of the discipline, the bravery 
and the invention of man. 
It makes 
one proud that he belongs to the hu­ 
man race. 
In every disaster of mod­ 
ern times this element of heroism has 
come more and more c learly into view. 
Especially has It been prominent iii 
American catastrophes from the days 
of the San Francisco earthquake down 
to the sinking of the Republic off Nan­ 
tucket. 
Our women are even braver 
than our men. Their coolness in this 
latest sea tragedy is beyond praise. 
Despite the pessimistic statement of 
Solomon to the contrary, there are 
new things under the sun. 
One of 
them is American womanhood, and it 
is a most inspiring novelty at that. 
With such m others what a race we 
can breed! 
Man’s Triumph Over Nature. 
To me this triumph of man over na­ 
ture, over accident and over himself 
Infinitely transcends all tile rest. Ocean 
wrecks there have been since man 
first “went down to the sea in ships.” 
Never was there one, I think, where 
the human mind came off so complete­ 
ly the victor. A few years ago there 
would have been frightful loss of life 
attending this wreck, confusion, hys­ 
teria, disgraceful scenes revealing self­ 
ishness, unreason and blind terror in 
the face of death. There were traces 
of these elements present in this dis­ 
aster, but they were so rare that they 
appeared the petty exceptions to prove 
the great rule. Though there were two 
transfers through a disturbed sea in 
open boats, not a life was lost, except­ 
ing the half dozen or so killed by the 
actual impact of the two ships. The 
heroism of the wireless operator, Jack 
Binns, and of Captain Sealby and the 
other officers of both ships; the devo­ 
tion to duty of the Baltic operator, 
Tattersall; the perfect discipline of the 
crews, the self possession of the pas­ 
sengers, the rushing of ships to the 


struck her amidships, cutting a great 
gash in ber side. The Florida had her 
bow smashed almost to the bridge, 
but was not injured In a vital part. 
The passengers of the Republic were 
transferred to the Florida, and after­ 
ward the passengers of both ships 
were taken on board the Baltic. 
The 
Florida went on to New liprk under 
her own steam, but the Republic sank 
In 270 feet of water. Thnt is the bare 
skeleton of the story. The details eau 
best be furnished by the eyewitnesses. 
Graphic Stories of Survivors. 
General Bray ton Ives, president of 
the Metropolitan Trust company of 
New York, who was on the Republic 
when she was rammed by the Florida, 
was one of the few passengers who 
saved anything besides the clothing 
they were able to grab after the crash 
came. General Ives said: 
I was asleep In my stateroom when the 
collision occurred. 
There was very little 
shock or violent motion following the Im­ 
pact. 
It was the noise th a t awoke me, 
not the shock. This m ay have been due 
to the fact that my cabin was situated 
well forward. 
Naturally there was some 
excitement after the collision, but It soon 
subsided, and a better behaved or cooler 
headed set of passengers never booked 
on a liner than these men and women on 
tho 
Republic. 
W omen 
never 
behaved 
m ore courageously than did those on the 
111 fated ship, and It m ade us all proud 
th a t our country could produce such splen­ 
did women. 
Miss Annie Josephine Ingersoll of 
Minneapolis told how Captain Sealby 
hod ordered the transfer of the pas­ 
sengers from the Republic aud an­ 
nounced that the women and children 
must be taken off first. 
Here is ber 
own story; 
C aptain Sealby shouted the order from 
th e bridge through a m egaphone, and I 
never expect to see a finer sight than 
th a t of th e brave officer up there trying 
to aavo his ship and at tho same time car­ 
ing for his passengers. 
T he passengers’ 
behavior w as splendid. 
I saw little boys 
refuse to leave the ship until their m oth­ 
ers and other women were safely off. 
Knife Drawn on a Steward. 
Dr. M. E. Woldsteln of South Or­ 
ange, N. J., said that when it came 
time to quit the Republic he was clad

Gallant Betone of Captain Sealby. 
Captain W. I. Sealby of the Republic 
and bis second officer insisted on re- 
1 mainlng with the doomed ship till she 
1 sank. Just before the ship went down 
Saptaln Sealby, thinking she would 


j remain afloat all night, got some blan­ 
kets and was preparing to snatch a 
. few hours’ sleep. 
Finally when he 
found all hope was gone aud felt the 
I ship sinking beneath him he lit a blue 
torch, which was the signal agreed 
upon between him and Captain Ferry 
of the Gresham when he would need 
I aid, and also discharged his revolver, 
j He then climbed tho foremast and 
reached the masthead light as his boat 
went down, carrying him ninety feet 
below. As be started up the rigging he 
cried to his second officer to follow, 
but the latter refused and was at the 
game moment washed overboard. 
According to Captain K. W. Perry 
of the United States revenue cutter 
Gresham, the hero of bis big ship was 
Gunner Carl Johanesen. When Johane- 
sen first heard and saw the signal for 
help from Captain Sealby on the sink­ 
ing Republic he rushed to the side of 
the revenue cutter and with his sheath 
knife cut away the painter, jumped 
Into the stern, with four members of 
the crew at his heels, and was away 
In a nasty southeast storm, with the 
waves rolling high and the fog almost 
impenetrable. 
Johanesen had not waited for orders 
from his superior officers w’hen he saw 
the signal, but, thinking not of his 
own safety, rushed on madly to the 
rescue of the captain and second mate. 
The five men were assisted In the 
work of finding the two lost men by

scene of the wreck, sped only by the 
call of mercy aud human need, and 
over all the victory of Marconi and 
his wireless and of Elisha Gray and 
his submarine bells form a picture 
that reveals progress and the nobility 
of man. They tell a story that makes 
everything human more precious. 
This is the positive side of the inci­ 
dent, while the disaster, the death and 
the horror are but the negative. Some 
tons of metal, wood aud valuables in 
the form of a ship and cargo have 
gone to the bottom of the sea, but the 
human qualities of brotherhood, mas­ 
tery and self control have risen. The 
loss is but temporary. 
The gain in 
these invisible though real qualities 
is permanent. 
Human labor can re­ 
place the ship aud the valuables and 
will increase its own efficiency in so 
(floing. 
Thus all makes for profit in 
♦he inner riches of human helpfulness, 
training and character. 
The White Star liner Republic on 
Saturday morning, Jan. 23, at a little 
after 5 o’clock was passing Nantucket 
island in a great curve to put her in 
her course across the Atlantic. There 
was a dense fog, and she was going at 
half speed, continuously sounding her 
fog siren. 
An incoming steamer, the 
Florida, slightly off her course, here 


in his pajamas, a fur overcoat, a tan 
shoe on one foot and a black one on 
the other. 
He still wore the outfit 
when the Baltic reached New York, 
and the first thing he did was to Jump 
into a taxicab and drive to a store for 
uew clothing.

The story of Jack Biuns, the hero 


trbo was later cheered In congress, Is 
iren more graphic. 
Mathew Tierney, the Marconi opera­ 
tor aboard the Seneca, who is an old 
friend of Binna, told the following 
story of the experience of bls fellow 
operator on board the Republic: 
Binns Was a nervous wreck, and he told 
me th a t he feared he would never be able 
to put to sea again. He cried like a baby 
when he told me how he had sat In his 
wrecked w ireless room on the Republic, 
lash in g out m essage afte r m essage, tell- 
Gig sister ships of the R epublic's desper­ 
ate plight. 
Three sides of the wireless room had 
been carried aw ay w hen the Republic was 
ram m ed by the Florida, but there sat 
Binna, exposed to the w eather, his hands 
so stiff from cold th a t It w as w ith diffi­ 
culty th a t he could hold the key of his 
Instrum ent. Ju st as he succeeded In get­ 
ting In touch w ith L a L orraine the R e­ 
public’s engine room becam e flooded, and 
w ith his power shut off the dynam os In 
the w ireless room ceased to work, and 
Binna fou^d his Instrum ent mute. 
The ship was filling fast, and Binns 
realizing th a t all hope of bringing help 
lay In his messages, went to a storeroom 
In search of storage batteries or concen­ 
trators. 
He had to dive Into a w ater 
filled com partm ent and swim and wade 
around until he found the batteries. 
He then rigged out his Instrument with 


I these batteries, and In less than half an 
hour after his Instrument had been si­

All day Saturday and fa r Into the night 
Binns remained at his key before he re­ 
membered th a t he was working In clothes 
soaking wet and th at he was In need of 
nourishment. 
W hen Binns was finally taken oft the 
Republic and later came aboard the Sen­ 
eca he staggered Into my room and wept 
I and begged me to go below with him 
when he turned In, as his nerves had 
been so shattered th a t he was afraid to 
be left alone. 
I went with him to his 
stateroom and helped him to undress. 
He threw himself on his cot and In a m in­ 
ute was asleep. 
Binns, the Wireless Hero. 
Bhuts th u s d escrib ed th e collision: 
The shock threw me out of m y bunk. A 
crunching, ripping noise followed as the 
F lorida’s bows crum pled up on our side. 
The panels and side of our cabin fell In, 
one panel being sm ashed to splinters, but 
fortunately the w ireless ap p aratu s was 
u n h u rt and rem ained standing. 
In five 
m inutes all the lights w ent out and the 
dynam os stopped. 
I tried to grope my 
way to the bridge In order to report to 
the captain th a t my gear w as all rig h t; 
but, unable to m ake m y w ay through the 
w reckage, I returned to m y w recked cab­ 
in and im m ediately sounded th e ”C Q D” 
signal, which announced to surrounding 
ships the peril of our position. 
The cap­ 
ta in 's stew ard piloted me through th e de- 
| brie to the captain; then I returned and 
{flashed th is m essage to our station at 
1 Siasconset^ on N antucket Island: 
“The Republic. 
W e are shipw recked. 
. Stand by for cap tain ’s m essage.” 
This was the answer th a t Immediately 


I flashed back to us:

Biuns blushed when a young man 
j who knew bim rushed up, wrung his 
hand and congratulated him in extrav- 
1 agant terms.

Federal Government Hat No Objec­ 


tions to New York Prosecutor Be­ 
ginning Action in State Courts on 


Behalf of the President’s Brother-in- 


Law in the Panama Canal Libel 


Case. 


New York, Feb. I.—Henry L. Stim­ 
son, United States district attorney 
of New York, has made public a let­ 
ter in reply to one written by District 
Attorney Jerome on the subject of be­ 
ginning action for criminal libel In 
the state courts against the publish­ 
ers of the New York World because 
of published charges regarding the 
Panama canal purchase. 
Mr. Stimson 
Bells Mr. Jerome to go ahead and as­ 
sures him “that such action on your 
part, will in nowise be regarded as an 
interference but, on the contrary, we 
shall regard it as our duty to co­ 
operate with you in all proper and 
lawful ways.” 
Mr. Jerome had asked if .action in 
the state courts on behalf of Douglas 
Robinson, the president’s brother-in- 
law, who is a resident of the city and 
who was mentioned in the article, 
would be an unwise interference with 
the actions begun under federal Juris­ 
diction. 
Mr. Stimson answers this question 
negatively, but he does not state that 
the federal inquiries or prosecutions 
will cease in the event Mr. Jerome 
begins !».n action. 
It is supposed from the warding of 
the letter that while the federal au­ 
thorities concede to Mr. Jerome the 
right to appear as the protector of 
Douglas Robinson's good name. they 
reserve to themselves the privilege of 
acting in defense of the reputation of 
“a gentleman who occupied the posi­ 
tion of head of tho war department.” 
in any jurisdiction where the case ap­ 
plies. 
The reference to the “gentleman 
who occupied the position of head of 
the war department,” gave rise in 
some quarters to speculation as to 
the person meant by Mr. Stimson. 
An 
official of the government, who de­ 
clined to permit the use of his name, 
said the statement was intended to 
refer to Elihu Root, who was secre­ 
tary of war when negotiations for the 
purchase of the Panama canal prop­ 
erty were concluded, though the deeds 
of the property were actually turned 
over to this country when William H. 
Taft was secretary.
